The 
House of Lords probably wilt pass the 
measure after modifying the clausee 
regarding compulsory acquisition of 
land. 

The birthday of President William H. 
Taft September 16 was remembered by 
King ^ward, who sent the Hon. 
Arthur Walsh, bis master of ceremo- 
nies, to the American Embassy with 
the request that his majesty’s sincere 
cengrstulations be conveyed to tbe 
President. Mr. Taft's reply was re- 
ceived at tha Embassy and forwarded 
to tbe King in Scotland. 

The suggestion of Gov. Sanders, of 
Louisiana, to the Governors of other 
States that they urge tbe farmers to 
bold their cotton for higher prioes is 
apparently meeting with favor among 
the majority of tbeae executives. Sav- 
aral responses have been received at 
the executive offices at Baton Rouge, 
sanctioning the view* of Gov. Sanders, 
aed promiaing perhaps similar procla- 
mation*. Gov. Sanders recently issued 
an address urging tbe boldiiv of the 
■tnple by the plaiiters of Louisiana. j
